Even here, however, a visit to Kean was literally a scene of life and - 
death. His guests were completely at his mercy, for they could net 
get away till a shipcame, and when the wassail’ cup flowed’ “brightly, 
and the festivities ran far into the night, the actor often became un- 
manageable, and glasses and bottles flew about among the heads of the 
company as thick as arrows at Chevy Chase. Some of his dramatic 
friends were celebrated and envied for the dexterity with which: they 
evaded these missiles, bat others who could not (as the Scotch ‘pro- 
verb says,) ‘ Jerk and let the jawp gae over, were often ‘surprised ‘in 
moments of danger. Next morning there was a profusion of apologies,
